Kettenhofen, France Debate 
-Fusselman Sends Answers 


Ernest N. Kettenhofen, can-1 
didate for county supervisor ! 
from District 2 <Ross Valley), ; 
last night advocated installing 
only the lower portion of the 
Army Engineers’ Corte Madera 
Creek flood control plan, to 
‘ preserve the beauty of the 
creek'’ in its upper reaches. 
Jess J. France Jr., rival as­ 
pirant 
for the supervisorial 
post, emphasized the necessity 
of better roads and rapid tran­ 
sit for Marin as “ recreation 
center’* for the Bay Area. 
The incumbent whom both 
Kettenhofen and France are 
challenging, William D. Fussel­ 
man, did not appear at the can­ 
didates’ night at the College of 
Marin, sponsored by the Cen­ 


tral Marin League of Women | 
Voters. However, he submitted 
written answers to five ques­ 
tions propounded by the league. ! 
Kettenhofen 
commented. 
“This is the 10th time we have 
been invited, 
all three candi­ 
dates. to meet together and the 
10th time Mr. Fusselman has 
refused 
the 
invitation.” 
He 
(called this “callous disregard 
of the people he is elected to 
serve.” 
Only about 30 of those peo­ 
ple were on hand to hear the 
two candidates, 
Kettenhofen proposed a two- 
stage treatment of Corte Ma­ 
dera Creek for flood control. 
From a 
point in Kcntfield 
downstream, the plan proposed 


by the Army Engineers should 
be followed through, he said. 
But he advocated merely clear­ 
ing the creek and straightening 
an “ S” curve in San Anselmo 
in 
the 
upper portion. The 
Army Engineers' plan, he con­ 
tended. was based “ on a 500- 
vear storm” and would not be 
necessary for the entire length 
of the stream. 
First question put to the can­ 
didates by Mrs. Peter K. White, 
moderator, called for solutions 
to problems relating both tc 
Marin County and the Bay 
Area as a whole. 
France said 
transportation 
presents the No. 1 problem. 
“The answer is not simply an­ 
other bridge.” he said. He sug­ 


gested attention to diverting 
North Marin traffic via the 1 
San Rafael-Richmond Bridge. | 
with a short bridge link to 
Yerba Buena Island to take 
cars from an East Bay freeway 
to San Francisco. 
“ Marin County is the recrea 
tion center for the whole Bay 
Area,” he said, “ yet we have 
done little to develop recrea­ 
tion.” Kettenhofen later agreed 
¡with this, when commenting on 
attracting industry to broaden 
the tax base. “ Recreation is 
the cleanest industry of all,” 
said Kettenhofen. 
France noted that Fussel­ 
man had characterized him as 
an “eight or nine-year resident 
of Marin,” and said he actually 
moved to Marin County in 1948. 
Kettenhofen. in answering 
the first question, called for 
“ regional planning and region­ 
al financing.” The cost of a 
road link to Point Reyes Na­ 
tional Seashore “ should not 
I come out of our county bud­ 


get.” he declared. 
Fusselman wrote that if Ma­ 
rin is to remain a commuter 
county, it must have fast trans­ 
portation ar»d more roads. If 
light industry is wanted, “ com- j 
petent research must be made j 
to balance net result against 
cost.” he wrote. He called his 
qualifications 
for 
re election , 
“ an experience in this field 
which has rarely heen the priv­ 
ilege of one person ” 
The second question asked 
what special problems exist in 
District 2. 
France said a concentration 
of elderly citizens, squeezed 
by rising taxes, poses a prob­ 
lem most acute in the second 
district. He advocated using 
¡federal funds to provide homes 
for the elderly. 
Kettenhofen said, “ I brought 
out tax deferral for the elderly 
two and one-half months ago,” 
(and declared he joined the 
Marin Senior Citizens Coor­ 
dinating Council to seek low- 


cost housing for older people. I 
He called the second district 
“ the gateway to other parts of 
the county, particularly for 
recreation," and said this poses 
special road problems. 
Fusselman wrote, “ I do not 
think there is any conflict” be 
tween District 2 and other su­ 
pervisorial districts.

asked 
for 
m e t h o d s of “ streamlining 
county government.” 
This gave both France and 
Kettenhofen a chance to be­ 
rate the absent Fusselman for 
opposing the county adminis­ 
trator. France said Fusselman 
"has been fighting the office 
of county administrator tooth 
and nail.” Kettenhofen said. 
‘Our administrator spends 50 
per cent of his time defending 
himself against accusations of 
the incumbent,”

NEW YORK (Iff)—Don't ask 
any of them why they do it in 
auto racing, particularly with 
the big 500 mile race coming 
up Saturday at the old brick­ 
yard in Indianapolis.

It’s enough for 
them, the heady wine of speed 
when they jam it through the 
floorboards.

Like Glenn (Fireball! Rob­ 
erts. 
A congenial, lanky guy 
who has been lead-footing it 
around the Nascar tracks for 
years, 
A 
popular guy, well- 
liked by everyone. 
He could 
really fly it. although his nick­ 
name was because at one time 
he was a fast ball pitcher in 
college. 
Yet, like so many, he final­ 


ly wrapped it up in a ball of 
flame in the Charlotte 600. 
Knock boxing as a killer and 
you have to be right. Put the 
rap on the duel at dawn and 
1*11 still have to hold that rac­ 
ing has killed more than any 
of them. 
So many nice guys: Chubby 
checked, 
ever-smiling Jimmy 
Reece; Bushy-browed Jack Mc­ 
Grath; grinning Joe Weatherly; 
Ralph Hepburn, 
Chet Miller. 


Manny Ayulo, and on and on. 
All of them guys who felt 
deep down inside that “it can’t 
happen to me.” 
None was ever more cocky 
than Bill Vukovich. the mad 
Russian from the West Coast. 
He won at Indy two years in a 
row and made no secret of the 
fact that he intended to make 
it three straight or Katy bar 
the door.

Although he is now focus­ 
ing his sights on football, the 
Independent-Journal Prep-of- 
the-Week was chosen for his 
track performance last week.

Before his record jump last

He said this includes reac­ 
tion to teachers, to learning 
situations in school, and to the 
newness and strangeness of the 
school setting.

“ It is this very early founda­ 
tion which helps the child de­ 
velop the ability to love oth­ 
ers,” Dr. Malamud said. 
' Later on he will carry over 
this relationship with his moth­ 
er to his teachers, since he will 
have developed the capacity to 
trust and to attend to others.”

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TO D A TS EDITORIAL 
LBJ Anti-Poverty Aims 
Deserve To Be Applauded 


America is a land of opportunity. 
Our system of free enterprise enables 
anyone, regardless of origin, to “rise to 
the top." All he has to do is put forth 
his best efforts. 
This is the view that most of us who 
have now reached middle age or more 
grew up to accept. It is not without 
validity. 
There is a concomitant belief that 
we tend to accept, too, without looking 
at it too closely. 
It is the idea that anyone who is poor, 
hungry, unemployed or otherwise in 
economic or related difficulty has only 
himself to blame. 
Of course this is NOT true, as any 
hamess-makers or blacksmith's son 
can tell you. 
Our society has become so complex 
that forces beyond the individual's con­ 
trol influence his state of well-being. 
We have come to recognize a category 
of “unemployables,'’ many of whom are 
not responsible for the conditions that 
make them unemployable. 
This seems to be the problem t h a t 
President Johnson's “war on poverty’’ 
is aimed at. 
All poverty is not confined to Appa­ 
lachia or other geographically distant 
places. We can see some right under 


our noses here in Marin and around the 
Bav Area, if only we will not overlook it. 
So President Johnson’s aims and 
goals deserve to be applauded. 
But the applause is not universal. 
The California State Chamber of 
Commerce, for example, has criticized 
administration anti-poverty proposals, 
“believing that fighting poverty and un­ 
employment 
in California and else­ 
where in the nation is a job for local 
initiative spurred by government-busi* 
ness cooperation in stimulating eco­ 
nomic growth.’’ 
But it seems to us that the state 
chamber overlooks the fact that stimu­ 
lating. say, the book publishing indus­ 
try will not help a single hand book­ 
binder to get a job. He has mastered a 
craft that there is no use for. 
What has private enterprise done to 
absorb those displaced from employ­ 
ment by factors beyond their control? 
Actually, private industry has a pretty 
good record on training and re-training. 
But it is NOT the total answer; other­ 
wise we would have fewer, smaller 
pockets of poverty. 
There may be valid criticisms of the 
Johnson administration’s anti-poverty 
efforts, but the argument that the prob­ 
lem should be left up to private enter­ 
prise is not one of them.

Parachute jumping may not be the ideal 
sport for those who wish to learn by doing.

Service Tax Raised As Possible 
Source Of More State Revenue

SACRAMENTO (CNS1 — 
Among legislative leaders it 
seems fairly well agreed that 
the question in 1965 will not 
be whether new or high taxes 
are needed but how much. 


HAND IN HAND with this 
question will be the matter 
of from where the new reve­ 
nues will come. 
Adoption of a new educa­ 
tion finance bill this year, 
committing the state in fu­ 
ture years to some 75 million 
dollars a year in additional 
school support, along with 
the added costs of increased 
workloads for schools, col­ 
leges, prisons and social wel­ 
fare classes leave little doubt 
of the need for more reve­ 
nues. 


In 
looking over possible 
sources for new or higher 
taxes, some legislators seem 
to favor increasing the state's 
sales tax from 3 to 4 per cent. 


IT’S NO WONDER this is 
an early thought because the 
sales tax is the most lucrative 
tax. with each cent account­ 
ing for some 350 million dol­ 
lars a year. 
Others cast a desirous eye 
at 
the 
cigarette tax. 
now 
three cents per package. This 
is not nearly as productive as 
sales tax, amounting to only 
25 million dollars for each 
cent of tax. 
Hale Champion, Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown's director of 
finance, hopes the state might 
avert new or higher taxes in

OF COURSE, THERE will 
be some fine lines of division 
as to what constitutes a nec­ 
essary service and what is a 
luxury. 
Champion said, for 
instance, that most people 
consider haircuts a necessity, 
unless it’s done on a do-it- 
yourself 
basis 
with 
home 
clippers. 
Beauty shops for madame, 
however, siphon off millions 
of dollars a year and might 
be taxed. But who wants to 
decide what part of the beau­ 
ty parlor operation might be 
a luxury.

Vital Hearing Due 


For Boat Owners 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


The only water access to 
the recreation area of the 
Marin County Civic Center is 
Gallinas 
Creek, 
which 
ex­ 
tends from the easterly boun­ 
dary of the Civic Center to 
San Pablo Bay. For several 
years a committee of the own­ 
ers of property bordering on 
the creek have been plan­ 
ning the dredging and im­ 
provement of the waterfront 
property. 
The County Public Works 
Dept, has prepared a map 
and legal description of a 
proposed district. During the 
month of March the County 
Boundary 
Commission 
au­ 
thorized the submission of 
these to the Local Agency 
Formation 
Commission. 
On 


May 14 the agency held a 
hearing to review the merits 
of forming a district to be 
responsible for the work. The 
committee of local owners 
proposed that the district be 
established under the terms 
of the State Harbor and Navi­ 
gation Code, par. 7000. At the 
Agency Formation Commis­ 
sion hearing, an alternative 
proposal was made. The new 
proposal would involve the 
formation of a new adminis­ 
tration agency to be a county- 
wide organization and be re­ 
sponsible for a number of 
activities now under the juris­ 
diction of various existing 
service districts and also the 
dredging of Gallinas Creek. 
There is no such county serv­ 
ice agency in existence. There 
are in the state now two other 
small craft harbor districts 
and the state code is in oper­ 
ation. The code would limit 
the 
responsible 
directors, 
elected by the owners of the 
property to be improved, to 
conducting the necessary im­ 
provements and keep their 
activities within the control 
of those owners. 


The hearing of the Local 
Agency Formation Commis­ 
sion became involved and due 
to other matters to be con­ 
sidered, the decision on Gal­ 
linas Creek Dredging District 
was postponed until the eve­ 
ning of Monday, May 25. 


It is to be determined at 
that time which form the ad­ 
ministration of the district is 
to take—whether it will be 
put into the hands of a coun- 
ty-appointed group that does 
not yet exist or be put into 
the hands of a group of own­ 
ers of the property to be af­ 
fected. At the hearing, which 
was well attended, there was 
applause when favorable sug- 


gestions were discussed and 
when one of the commission 
asked if there were any ob­ 
jectors present, there was no 
reply. 
We sincerely hope a similar 
group will 
be 
present on 
Monday night in the super­ 
visors’ chambers in the Civic 
Center.

Soon the 
whole area would have a Red 
fever.

It’s easy to see why. 


L A N D L O C K E D 
LAOS, 
about size of Britain, is right 
in the stomach of Southeast 
Asia. It has 1.8 million peo­ 
ple. 
mostly 
illiterate, 
and 
with a life expectancy of 40 
years. 
Most of them, living in 
hamlets scattered by moun­ 
tains and jungles, have never 
heard of democracy or com­ 
munism. There are no rail­ 
roads, no highways in the 
modern sense. Few roads are 
suitable for cars or trucks. 
Travel is by jungle path or 
p l a n e . 
Communication 
is 
mostly by mouth or foot. Laos 
has fewer than 1,000 tele­ 
phones. But it’s the way it’s 
landlocked that could be fatal 
to its neighbors. 


IT HAS FRONTIERS with 
Red China, Red North Viet 
Nam, South Viet Nam which 
this country is helping fight 
communism, 
Burma. 
Cam­ 
bodia. and Thailand. The only 
major 
neighbor 
it 
doesn’t 
touch is Malaya. 
Because of the mountains 
and jungles 
no traditional 
war of big armies could be 
fought there. It’s made to 
order 
for 
small-scale 
and 
specialized 
guerrilla 
opera­ 
tions which the Communists 
have 
been 
perfecting 
for 
years. 
Even if the Communists 
were crushed and driven out, 
they 
probably 
couldn’t 
be 
kept out. Small bands could 
go back in by jungle path 
from North Viet Nam. Yet, 
from the description just giv­ 
en. Laos by itself is no attrac­ 
tion. 


BUT ONCE LAOS became 


Red, pressure on already be­ 
sieged South Viet Nam would 
increase and the pressure on 
Burma, Thailand and Cam­ 
bodia would begin. All of 
them would mean land, peo­ 
ple, and rice bowls for Red 
China and North Viet Nam. 
The pressure of a Red Laos 
on its neighbors would get its 
greatest 
initial 
boost from 
this: U. S. prestige and confi­ 
dence in its help against com­ 
munism would suffer disas­ 
trously in Southeast Asia and, 
perhaps, in the general world. 
Why is the United States 
mixed up in Southeast Asia 
at all? There are two reasons, 
one idealistic, although the 
Communists would probably 
hoot at this, and the other 
very practical. 


THE IDEALISTIC reason— 
to help people in small, weak 
or 
backward 
countries 
to 
work out their own destiny 
before communism can try to 
gobble them. 
The practical reason—no­ 
body gave it b e t t e r than 
the late secretary of state, 
John Foster Dulles, when he 
said in 1954 about defending 
IndoChina: 
“Any significant expansion 
of the Communist w o r l d 
would indeed be a danger to 
the 
United 
States 
because 
international c o m m u n i s m 
thinks in terms of ultimately 
using 
its 
p o w e r 
position 
against the United States. 
“T h e r e f o r e Communist 
armed agression in Southeast 
Asia would, in fact, endanger 
our peace and security and 
call for counteraction on our 
part.” 
S i n c e 
1954. 
when 
the 
French who used to use Laos 
as a hunting preserve pulled 
out, the United States has 
given the Laotians about $500 
million in aid, most of it for 
defense. But in these years 
the Communists have grown 
stronger.

Reynolds did appear before 
the investigators. He swore

Johnson TV station while he 
(Jenkins) was on the Senate 
payroll and that the solicita­ 
tion was in connection with 
sale of an insurance policy on 
Johnson’s life. Jenkins was 
not summoned by the investi­ 
gators to testify. An astonish­ 
ing oversight, if it was an 
oversight. He did however, 
make an affidavit denial. 
There are other items of 
interest unexplored by the 
senators. 
Chances 
are

press the matter, as they 
should.

You might think I was hold­ 
ing my breath since I was the 
dummy and could see that my 
partner was headed for trou­ 
ble. You would be wrong. 
When you play bridge with 
a confirmed trump-drawer you 
don’t have enough breath to 
bother holding it. Just follow 
your bland diet and keep the 
ulcers under control. 
After drawing trumps South 
tried the club finesse. East 
won with the king of clubs and 
returned a diamond to force 
out declarer’s last trump. 
BLOCKED CLUBS 
South could take dummy’s 
ace and queen of clubs, but 
couldn’t get back to his hand 
for the ten of clubs. He got 
five spades, two clubs, and the 
two red aces. Fortunately we 
had honors, so we didn’t lose 
anything except time. 
Of course you can see the 
correct line of play. 
South 
wins the first 
diamond 
and 
draws two rounds of trumps 
with the ace and king in that 
order. 
When the bad break shows 
up South wants to be in his 
own hand to try the club fin­ 
esse. 
TAKES KING 
East takes the king of clubs 
and returns a 
diamond 
to 
make South ruff. 
Declarer leads a club to 
dummy’s queen and then draws 
two more rounds of trumps. On 
the fourth trump South dis­ 
cards dummy’s ace of clubs. 
This unblocks the suit so 
that South can cash the ten 
and nine of clubs to score game 
and rubber. 
And then if a fire should 
break out South would be 
about 900 points better off 
than if he had drawn trumps 
to begin with.
